The earthqu ake sho (;k extende<l fro m 
the lakes to the gulf and fro m po iuti 
so mewhat west o f the Mississippi to 
Washiughm in the east. 
The sho o k was especially severe 
thro u gho u t Ohio , ho uses being badly 
shaken, and in so uie instau(;es peo ple

po ints. 
Different po ints in Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia felt the earth’s vifcra- 
tio ue.

aho rt iutervals o f time.

interesting po int fo r cuusideratio n in 
co nnectio n with the earth<iaake is the 
fact that a uumbiMr o f the smaller Indi­ 
ana streams having their so urce in the

suddenly tilled with water. No rains 
have o o cnrred lu this state fo r mo utiis 
to swell the streams.

W a sh in o t o n , Not. I.—The earth­ 
quake shock felt principally through­ 
out th* central part of the United 
States has been followed by general 
rains, breaking the great drouth. 
Prof. Moore, chief of the weather 
bnreau, says that rain has been falling 
throughout the drouth region from 
New Mexico to New England, and he 
Cive the welcome intelligence that the 
outh was broken. 
He expects the 
present storm to be followed by others 
at three-day inter***]*. 
The earthquake shock extended from 
the lakes to the gulf and from Doiuta 
somewhat west of the Mississippi to 
Washington in the east. 
The shook was especially severe 
throughout Ohio, houses being badly 
shaken, aud in some instances people 
being thrown out of their beds, at Cin­ 
cinnati. Columbus, Zanesville, Gallic 
Ellis, Cleveland, Akron, Dayton, To- 
do, 
Youngstown aud many other 
points. 
Different points in Pennsylvania aud 
West Virginia felt the earth's vibra­ 
tions. 
The disturbance was plainly 
noticeable in Pittsburg. 
The shook iu 
the Upper < >hio valley seemed to hav* 
centered at Parkersburg at exactly (I 
a. rn. aud followed at other pluoes al 
short intervals of time. 
Au Indianapolis special says: 
An 
interesting point for consideration in 
connection with the earthquake is the 
foot that a number of the smaller Indi­ 
ana streams having their source in the 
southern Itorder of the gas belt have 
suddenly filled with water. 
No rams 
have occurred in this stilt* for month* 
to swell the streams. 
No one can ex­ 
plain from wheuce the water comes, 
aud it is believed that the sinking of 
the earth in th* gas belt has afforded 
new outlets for uudsrgrouud water 
oourses. thus feediug the streams. 
In 
one os**, that of Honey creek, the 
records show that previous to 
the 
Charleston earthquake, Aug. I, I HSII, 
the stream acted as it has now 
The 
phenomena was repeated previous to 
the quake on Sept. 20, 1878, both of 
these two quakes having been strongly 
felt in Indiana. 
A Ht. Louis special says: Prof. F E. 
Nipherof the washington university, 
who has taken a deep interest in the 
study of earthquakes, said to your rep­ 
resentative: 
“To the 
best of my 
knowledge, this is the must severe 
earthquake in this country since the 
New Madrid earthquake in Southwest­ 
ern Missouri in 1811. 
As far as I can 
determine now the diriction of this 
vibration was from uorth to south, or 
probably from northeast to southwest.’’ 
Prof. i’ritoliard of the Washington 
university thinks uearly the correct 
time was 5:7 Ko, and that it lasted about 
one minute and 40 seconds. 
A Louisville special says: The shock 
was very severe here, tall buildings be 
lug violently shaken. 
Three terrific 
•hooks were felt iu this city at 6:15 
o'dook. 
The first shock was preceded 
by a mighty roar like that of d.stant 
thunder. 
This shook lasted fully 20 
seconds, and a second and a third, not 
quito so violeut, lasted about 12 sec 
ends 
Just as the first shock was felt a 
bright red light similar to the aurora 
liorealis was seen in the southwest. 
It 
passed away with the shook. 
A utos* the river in Jeffersonville 
houses shook violently, ohimueys tum­ 
bled down, aud in stores the goods were 
shaken down. 
At the prison the pris­ 
oners sleeping in oells were thrown 
down in a panic, and were with diffi­ 
culty quieted. They beat at the doors 
and windows, crying to be released. In 
New Albany a church wall fell, ruin­ 
ing a $2,000 organ.
